Commander Boyd advised that Air Intelligence has 
set up at Wright Patterson Air Force Bases Ohio, the air 
Technical Intelligence Center which has been established por 
the purpose of coordinating. correlating and making research 
into all reports regarding flying saucers and flying discs. . = 
He advised that Air Force research has indicated that the ta 
Sightings of flying saucers goes back several centuries and 
that the number of sightings reported vartes with the amount 
‘ of publicity. He advised that tmmediately if publicity appeara 
; in newapapera, the number of sightings reported increases 
: considerably and that citizens immediately eall in reporttag 
: stghtings which oceurred several months previously. Commander 
Boyd stated that these reported sightings of flying sancers 
are placed into three clasatfications by Air Intelligence:

{2} Those sightings which are reported by citizens wha 
elain they have seen flying saucers from the ground, 
These sightings vary ta deseription, color and speeds, 
Very little eredence ta given to these sightings 
jnusmuch as tn most tustences they are belteved te be 
imaginative or ceme exniataabie object which actually 
erevased through the sky. 


(2) Sightings reportet by cormeretal or nfl ttary 
pilots, These stghtings cre considered more eredtble 
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by the Air Force inasmuch as cemaercial or milttary 
pilets are experienced in the air and are not 

expected to see objects whith are entirely tmaginative, 

in each of these instances, the indtvidual who reports 

the stohting is thoroughly interutewed by a representative 
of Air Inteiligence sc that a complete desoriptton of 

the object sighted can be obtatned. . 


(2) Those sightings which are reported by pilots and. 
for which there ts addittonal corroboration, such a8. 
recording by radar er stghting from the, ground, 

Commander Boyd advised that this latter classtftcation 
constitutes two or three per cent of the total number - 
of sightings, but that they are the most credible 
reports pecetved and are difppicult to explain. Some 

of these stghtings are originally reported from the 
ground, then are observed by pilots tn the atr and then 
are picked up by radar instruments. He stated that tn 
these instances there ts no doubt that these individuals 
reporting the sightings actually did see something tn . 
the sky. Wowever, he explained that these objects could 
still be natural phenomena and still could be recorded 
on radar if there wag some electrical disturbance in the 
SEY. 


He stated that the flying saucers are most srequently 
ohserved in Greas where there is heauy air traffte, auch aa 
Bashington, D.C.» and New York City. He advised, however, that 
some reports are received prom other parts of the country « 
coutring the entire United States and that sightings. have.also 
recentiy been reperted as far distant as Acapulco, Mexrteo; 
korea and French Morocco. He advised that the sightings 
reported in the last classification have never heen satisfactorily 
explained. He pointed outs hoecuers that t+ ts still possible 
that these objects may be a natural pkenomenon or sone type 
of atmospherfeal disturbance. Ae advised that tt is not 
entirely imposstble thet the objects sighted may posatbly be_ 
ships from another planet such as Mars, He advised that at 
the present time there ts nothing to substanttate this theory 
hut the posstbility ta not being overlooked, He stated that ~ 
Air Intelligence ts fairly certain thet these objects are not 
rhins or missiles from another nation tn this world, Commander 
Boyt advised that intense rescarch ts being carried on presently 
by Atr Intelligence, and at the present time when eredible 
reportings of sightings are received, the Atr Force ts atteupting 
mn cack Instance to send un jet interceptor planes tn order te 
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obtain a better view of there objects. However, recent attempts 
in this regard have tndtcated that when the pilot in the jet 
approaches the object it invartably fades from utew.
